Taxes Classified 
He then presented a discu ssion 
:of federal tax prob lems which he 
su ggested 
that 
the 
committee 
wou ld desire to re-examine. 
He classified the taxes u nder ex­ 
amination in three grou ps: 
1.—Those "likely to hinder b u si­ 
ness expansion and investment.” 
As examples he cited the lack of 
a provision in tax law allowing a 
b u siness to carry over a net loss 
for dedu ction from profits of fu ­ 
tu re y ears; tax exemption of gov­ 
ernmental secu rities, removal of 
| which he said, wou ld make it "fair 
and logical” to consider redu ction 
of u pper b racket su rtax rates. 
Tax Irritants 
2.—"Tax 
irritants”. 
Here he 
j listed the u ndistrib u ted profits tax, 
which he describ ed as produ cing 
“little revenu e and having little ef­ 
fect” on' b u siness. 
He intim ated 
that the treasu ry wou ld not op­ 
pose allowing it to lapse at the 
end of this y ear. The capital stock 
and excess profit tax, he said, op­ 
erated “very erratically ”. 
He in­ 
timated that Congress might allow 
taxpay ers to declare their capital 
stock valu e more frequ ently than 
every three y ears as at present. 
3.—Miscellaneou s taxes su ch as 
the present limit on dedu ction of 
corporation capital losses. 
The 
dedu ction of losses allowed over 
capital gains is now limited to $ 2,- 
000. 
Morgenthau did not speci­ 
fy any particu lar revision of this 
tax, b u t said changes might b e 
advisab le at a later session of Con­ 
gress after fu rther stu dies. 
Long Term Plans 
Morgenthau 
made two 
long 
terms su ggestions for improving 
the national tax stru ctu re and the 
handling of tax prob lems. These 
were: 
1.—Estab lishment of a joint 
Congressional committee on fis­ 
cal policy to consider at each ses­ 
sion of Congress the “over all as­ 
pects of the expenditu re and rev­ 
enu e programs.” 
2.—Creation of a small tempor­ 
ary national commission to re­ 
port to Congress speedily on state- 
federal tax conflicts and prob lems.

I foun d two cocoan uts 
with which he quen ched out thirst 
an d ate as liberally as we d ared . 
We just lay un d er the trees all 
d ay an d rested . 
“The followin g d ay I walked 
alon g the coast un til I foun d the 
village of Aoloau, two miles d is­ 
tan t.

na tiv es were 
v ery 
frien d ly an d to wed us to their

of. 
“They took Wood bury an d me 
in a rowboat the n ext d ay to a

It has b een a potent force In 
the financial world and now de­ 
serves vigorou s stu dy b y experts 
and au thorities on su ch su b jects. 
Even the layman, if he expects 
su ccess in investments on specu ­ 
late, will have to b e alive to the 
changes that have taken place in 
this cou ntry and govern himself 
accordingly, or else perhaps pro- 
flft from u npleasant experiences.

Later came the highways. And 
here, too, properties took on u n­ 
expected valu es.

Unearned increment plu s a con­ 
stant fair earning power adds at­ 
tractiveness to any investment, 
even real estate.

The First Methodist Chu rch of Orange is located at 161 Sou th Orange street, and is the 
second oldest chu rch in Orange, the Presb y terian Chu rch hav ing b een organized a few 
months prior. It has had a continou s ministry since the fall of 187 3, and among its 
pastors it nu mb ers many prominent men, some of whom are Rev . G. F. Bov ard, who 
b ecame President of the Univ ersity of Sou thern California; Rev . J B. Green, Confer­ 
ence Treasu rer; and Dr, S. S. Samson and J. E. Du nning, District Su perintendents. 


Going b ack now to the early history of the fou nding of the Chu rch, the first pastor ap­ 
pointed to this charge was Will A. Knighten, who on Sept. 20,18 7 3 was admitted to the 
Conference and sent to the Richland Circu it, which emb raced most of what is now 
Orange cou nty .

The letter “M” is the lucky one 
for a speedway driver.

The person who had hung 
the sign on the child’s neck was 
angry at its removal and pro 
tested that she was doing her best 
to train the boy to decent be­ 
havior. 
Granted she was doing her best 
she did a terrible thing to this 
child. 
He, of all children, need­ 
ed the support of public opinion, 
needed public approval. When he 
was branded as a thief publicly, 
among his companionsh who are 
cruel in their childish ignorance,

Recen tly the magazin e Fortun e in vited a group 
of 15 well-kn own men to con d uct a “roun d table 
d iscussion on the subject of recovery an d taxa 
tion . On e of the men , accord in g to Fortun e, was 
a “con servative” mid -western man ufacturer; an ­ 
other was a “progressive” New En glan d man u­ 
facturer; on e opposed the New Deal an d an other 
supported it; several were tax experts, two were 
socialists, an d on e was a labor lead er. 
Fortun e asked these men to get together, pre- 
sen t their vary in g philosophies, argue poin ts of j 
d ifferen ce, an d see if they could n 't arrive at an 
“area, of agreemen t” on taxation .

Here is a d efin ite program—an d a program 
approved by thin kin g men ran gin g in poin t of 
view from “left” to “right”. It is a program that, 
if immed iately en acted , would go far toward re­ 
movin g in d ustry ’s presen t well-justified fears of 
tax con fiscation of profits, an d would stimulate 
n ew in d ustrial expan sion , n ew in vestmen t, an d 
create n ew opportun ities an d employ men t.

This, of course, is n ot a n ev 
It has been employ ed for some time in lh< 
of oran ges, butter, an d some other com 
i to those on relief. 
The d ifferen ce is a matter of d etail an d of some- 


lief to buy oran ge colored stamps with his d ole 
mon ey an d these stamps can be exchan ged in gro­ 
cery stores for an y thin g sold there except in toxi­ 
can ts an d tobacco. An d alon g with every d ollar’s 
worth of oran ge stamps the reliefer gets a bon us of 
50 cen ts’ worth of blue stamps an d these are good 
on ly for the purchase of surplus commod ities. The 
blue stamps at presen t are exchan geable for butter, 
e£ » gs, flour, d ried bean s, prun es, corn meal, an d cit­ 
rus fruits. 
The pun d its of the d epartmen t are a little more 
cautious than they used to be an d are n ot certain 
that the scheme will work. They are limitin g the 
experimen t to Rochester for the presen t. * If the 
results there are satisfactory the zon e of opera­ 
tion s will be exten d ed to other cities. 
Just what test will be applied in d etermin in g 
whether the n ew arran gemen t is a success is n ot 
y et clear. 
The d epartmen t may be satisfied if 
the reliefers in Rochester eat their way in to th e 
govern men t’s food hoard . 
That might satisfy 
short-sighted farmers also, but it would n ot prove

They n eed 
shelter, but the security of home 
life is n ot foun d ed on the ruin a­ 
tion of a social ord er. There is a 
right an d a wron g way to solve 
all problems. It is n ot impossible

Whether we shall en ­ 
d eavor to save the shop of state 
or scuttle it for the promise of 
a weekly d ole remain s to be seen .

The germs which prod uce in ­ 
fection are alway s aroun d us—in 
the air an d on the surface of our 
bod ies, an d frequen tly they col­ 
lect particularly in open pores or 
aroun d the roots of the hair. If 
for an y reason 
the tissues are 
weaken ed , these germs begin to 
multiply an d to d evelop poison ous 
materials when they are alive or 
as a result of their own d eath, 
an d then to irritate the cells of 
the bod y . 
This irritation sets up a reac 
tion an d may actually d amage the 
walls of the tin y blood vessels in 
the skin . Then the material gets 
out of the blood vessels an d the 
white blood cells begin to gather 
in the region an d to take up the 
poison s an d the germs which are 
respon sible for the in fection . The 
white blood cells an d the material 
from the blood will wall off the 
in fected area so that the in fected 
material can n ot spread . 
If, however, someon e who d oes 
n ot 
un d erstan d 
the 
con d ition 
suqeezes the pimple very hard or 
presses upon it, they may break 
d own this wall before it is fully 
formed an d thus actually cause 
the in fection to spread in to the 
test of the bod y . 
If, 
however, 
the 
pimple 
is 
allowed to go through the process 
which we call “ripen in g," the in ­ 
fected material d issolved by the 
white blood cells will be seen as a 
white fluid un d er a thin n ed out 
skin . 
At this time the pimple 
may break or be broken so that 
the in fected material will be re­ 
leased from the bod y . 
Thus the 
reaction that has taken place in 
the skin has served to protect the 
bod y as a whole.

Obviously , when this reaction 
takes place somewhere in the in ­ 
terior of the bod y as, for example, 
m the appen d ix, it is impossible 
for the in fected , material to get 
out without havin g the appen d ix 


break. Moreover, if the appen d ix 
breaks, the in fected material gets 
in to the in terior of the abd omen 
an d may there set up wHat causes 
periton itis. 
It is in cases of this ty pe that 
the d octor an d the surgeon con ­ 
tribute most. They kn ow how to 
localize in fection an d at the prop­ 
er time to release it so that the 
spot at which the in fection occurs 
may become clean an d the bod y as 
a whole become saved from gen ­ 
eral 
in fection 
an d 
subsequen t 
d eath.
